Today Mrs.

A trip through a Los Angeles 
bakery, which is noted for its char­ 
itable work and its employe rela­ 
tions. was one of the highlights of 
our visit. 
Helm s Bakery has per­ 
iodic open houses, inviting visitors 
to have lunch and tour the plant. 
They charge one dollar for the 
lunch, but this fund is all turned 
over to local chanties. 
Since the program has been in­ 
augurated, they have had approxi­ 
mately 
130,000 visitors, so have 
turned over that many dollars to 
charity. 
The visit we made was 
sponsored by the Woman's club of 
San Pedro, and the fund went to 
the charitable work of that partic­ 
ular club. 
The bakery makes about 100,000 
loaves of bread daily in addition 
to cakes, cookies, doughnuts, cof­ 
fee cakes and other pastries. They 
sfll their products direct to homes, 
their trucks having chimes which 
notify 
housewives 
of 
their 
ap­ 
proach. 
The bakery company is noted for 
good employe relations, including 
good working conditions, 
health 
programs and retirement plans. 
After lunch, we took an hour 
tour of the plant, then returned to 
their lovely host house where we 
were given door prizes and a card 
for each to exchange for a loaf of 
bread from any of their drivers. 
One Sunday, February lb, I went 
lo Long Beach to spend the day 
with friends with whom I had be­ 
come acquainted on former visits.

Dulles’ Warning Touches Off New 
Aid Demands by SEATO Nations 
Of Rotary Club 


MANILA IP—A warning by Sec 
retary of State John Foster Dulles 
today that tho Communists may 
he plotting new aggression in Asia 
touched off demands by SEATO's 
Asian members for more economic 
aid to block the Red menace. 
The 
Philippines, 
Pakistan 
and 
Thailand raiser] the demands for 
aid at the afternoon session of 
the SEATO foreign ministers meet 
ing. 
They called for a sustained 
and realistic economic aid scheme 
for the have nots of Asia who might 
fall prey to communism. 
Dulles spoke at the opening ses­ 
sion this morning. 
He said the 
intensification of Communist prop 
aganda 
charges 
against SEATO 
could indicate new plan.1 “ which 
the Communist rulers fear SEATO 
might block.” 
Dulles came back at the after­ 
noon session after the economic 
aid issue was raised to point out 
that the United States in the last 
four years had assisted member 
nations in the area with hundreds 
of 
millions 
of dollars 
worth of 
such aid 
He said that in the last year 
alone the United Slates has given 
600 million dollars in economic as 
sistancc to three SEATO men)bt! 
countries of the area—the Philip­ 
pines, Thailand and Pakistan—and 
to the three protocol countries— 
South Viet Nam, Laos and Cam­ 
bodia. 
Dulles emphasized that this was 
economic help and did not include 
the additional pure military aid 
given to this area by the United 
States.

States of planning to intervene in

Peiping said the United States, 
‘’making use of the

The Communist 
broadcast 
said this will “ certainly give rise 
to serious con>equences.”

ing to Communism, make^ us a 
warmonger.

WASHINGTON ^ - P r e s i d e n t El- 
senhower and congressional lead­ 
ers (rf both parties turned thumbs 
down tod av on immediate tax cuts 
to revive the economy. They said 
a decision on this won’t be made 
until later. 
Their parallel disclosures came 
in the face of a government re­ 
port that unemployment in Feb­ 
ruary reached a 16 year high of 
5.173,(HK) jobless persons. 
House Republican Leader Joseph 
W 
Martin J r (M a ss ) said after 
a White House economic confer­ 
ence that a decision on whether 
to cut taxes can be delayed an­ 
other month, to see whether an 
upturn develops. The White House 
said this also is President Eisen­ 
hower’s view 
At the same time Speaker Sam 
Rayburn, key figure in Democratic 
tax strategy, said a tax cut won’t 
help the man with no taxes to pay 
because he is out of a job. He said 
“ other coories” would put more 
people to work faster than a re­ 
duction in taxes 
Many Plans Ready 


Senate Democratic Leader Lyn­ 
don B. Johnson, sponsor of an ex­ 
panded public works program, said 
hr is against tax cuts “ at this 
time ” 
Rayburn said 
Democratic tax 
writers have conducted tax hear­ 
ings and readied 
a number of 
plans for fast action “ if and when” 
a tax cut is found to be needed. 
Labor Secretary Jam es P. Mitch­ 
ell said the administration also 
will call for substantia) tax cute 
if business doesn't get better.

One informant said Democrats— 
in event the administration had 
called today for immediate tax re­ 
lief—were prepared to push a pro­ 
gram of their own calling for a 
six or seven billion dollar reduc­ 
tion in both personal and businccf 
taxes.

The bus caught 
fire right away . . . as soon as it 
happened,’* 
“It seemed as though all the

of us got out that way.” 
The crash occurred on a gravel 
road near the junction of U. 6. IO 


and III. 47, about six miles west 
of Aurora.

Meredith said the bus hit a ser­ 
ies of deep holes and he lost con­ 
trol.
